The Newark Office of Consumer Action urges consumers 
to be aware of advertisements that offer ambiguous claims 
or try to sell an image to the consumer by using a variety of 
techniques. 

Hope Jackson, Manager of the consumer agency 
Stated, “When you buy a product, yOu probably never think 
about whether your selection was prompted by an adver- 
tisement. It’s a safe bet to Say that many of your market 
decisions are based, however subsconsciously, on ads.” 

The consumer agency suggests to consumers to 
familiarize themselves with some of the more widely used 
advertising techniques. For example, weasel words are 
qualifiers commonly used by advertisers to modify their 
bold-sounding claims. “Сап be” and “up to,” “Originally 
priced” and “if purchases Separately” are phrases that 
give advertising claims enough hedging room to weasel out 

. Of being actual promises. The words “originally priced" 
may very well mean that the item, currently selling for $69, 
sold for the original price $79 as far back as five years ago. 
Furthermore, the words “if purchased separately" are 
sometimes used to advertise articles that aren't likely to be 
Sold separately at all. Watch out for weasel words and 
carefully analyze what advertising claims actually propose 
to do. Be sure to look for weasels that make conditional 
limitations of “money-back guarantees.” 

Association techniques are advertising devices that 
play on the buyers’ attitudes rather than on the product 
itself. Some examples are: the transfer technique is an ad 
in which the advertiser associates his product with a wide- 
y esteemed symbol or idea like motherhood, apple pie, fair 
play or the American way. 

The plain folks technique is an association technique 
in which the advertiser associates the product with com- 
mon everyday people whose situation is easy for con- 
sumers to identify with. Finally, the bandwagon approach 
promotes the idea that everybody is buying the product and 
if you do not hurry, you will be left out. 

“Advertisements can be amusing, clever and infor- 
mative, but some can be misleading. Don’t allow yourself 
to purchase any item solely on the promises of an adver- 
tisement,” said Ms. Jackson.
